NINETY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

THE  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  sub¬ 
mitting  the  Ninety-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital, 
together  with  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1937. 

IN-PATIENTS. 

The  following  statistics  give  particulars  of  patients  treated  : 
Year  .  1937  1936 


Total  .  1285  1422 

Daily  average  .  .  . .  40-09  422 

There  was  a  decrease  of  137  in  the  number  of  in-patients 
treated  in  1937,  as  compared  with  1936.  The  daily  average 
number  of  in-patients  was  40  09  compared  with  42 -2,  and 
the  average  stay  11 -67  days  as  against  1 0 •  86  days.  The 
reduction  in  the  number  of  in-patients  treated  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  only  45  beds  were  available  instead  of  the  normal 
number  of  50,  owing  to  alterations  and  extensions  being  in 
progress  during  the  year.  As  usual,  patients  have  come  from 
all  parts  of  the  Midlands  for  special  treatment,  thus 
emphasizing  the  fact  that  the  activities  of  the  Hospital  are 
far-reaching  in  importance. 

RECOVERY  HOME. 

The  Recovery  Home  was  opened  for  the  admission  of 
patients  on  the  1st  June,  1935,  and  experience  has  proved 
its  great  value  to  the  Hospital ;  as  a  result  the  waiting  list 
has  been  considerably  reduced,  and  the  patients  have  greatly 
benefited  by  the  change  of  air  and  pleasant  surroundings. 
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The  total  patients  treated  last  year  was  243,  the  daily 
average  13-09,  and  the  average  stay  of  each  patient  20- 16  days, 
as  compared  with  221  patients  treated,  daily  average  11*9, 
and  average  stay  of  each  patient  19- 6  days  for  1936. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

The  number  of  new  out-patients  registered  during  1937 
was  8,373,  and  the  attendances  43,511,  as  compared  with 
7,468  new  cases  and  42,160  attendances  in  1936.  The  number

OUT-PATIENTS  WAITING. 

Although  the  Committee  have  in  the  past  year  given  much 
thought  and  attention  to  various  time-saving  improvements 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department  they  have  felt  that  further 
efforts  should  be  made  to  curtail  the  period  of  waiting 
by  the  patients.  It  is  impossible  to  give  appointments  to 
those  attending  for  the  hrst  time,  but  the  appointment 
system  has  been  applied  to  old  cases,  dressing  cases,  etc. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  two  out-patient  clinics 
daily  (except  Saturday  and  Sunday).  The  morning  clinic 
is  available  for  new  patients,  and  the  afternoon  clinic  for  old 
patients  who  will  attend  at  an  appointed  time. 

The  new  arrangements  should  prove  of  great  value  to  the 
patients,  for  not  only  will  it  prevent  a  tedious  wait,  but  will 
also  enable  them  to  return  to  work  with  the  least  possible 
loss  of  working  time. 

PRIVATE  CASES. 

Previously  a  number  of  private  beds  were  reserved  at  a 
Nursing  Home  in  Edgbaston,  so  that  if  they  so  desired  patients 
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of  this  Hospital  could  be  admitted  as  private  patients  at  a 
reduced  inclusive  fee. 

The  Committee  are  now  pleased  to  report  that  facilities  for 
private  patients  are  available  at  the  Hospital,  as  recently  a 
modern  Private  Ward  Block  has  been  completed. 

EXTENSIONS  AND  ALTERATIONS  TO  THE 
HOSPITAL. 

The  extensions  and  alterations  to  the  Hospital  have  now 
been  completed  and  the  beds  available  are  as  follows  :

In  addition  to  the  extra  accommodation  provided  for  the 
patients  particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  need  of 
modern  and  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  Nursing  and 
Domestic  Staff. 

The  Hospital  has  been  sadly  lacking  in  up-to-date  research 
facilities  and  to  remedy  this  deficiency  a  complete  X-ray 
Department  and  Research  Laboratory  have  been  provided. 
Other  new  services  are  an  up-to-date  Theatre  Unit,  Ultra- 
Violet  Ray  Department,  Private  Wards,  and  a  Modern  Kitchen. 

The  present  Hospital  building  has  been  entirely  modernised, 
and  is  now  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  Hospitals  of 
its  kind  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

FINANCE. 

Reviewing  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  the 
ordinary  income  for  the  year  was  £13,643  9s.  Od.  and  the 

ordinary  expenditure  £14,435  9s.  Od.  Full  particulars  of 
the  above  figures  and  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  on 
Special  Accounts  will  be  found  in  the  financial  statements. 
The  Committee,  whilst  appreciating  the  financial  support  at 
present  received  from  neighbouring  districts,  beg  to  draw 
the  attention  of  the  residents  of  these  places  to  the  fact  that 
this  support  is  far  short  of  the  cost  of  treating  the  patients 
from  such  districts,  and  they  trust  their  appeal  for  more 
generous  contributions  will  not  be  in  vain.

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  appreciation  and 
thanks  for  the  valuable  help  rendered  to  the  Hospital  by  the 
annual  subscribers,  donors  of  money,  and  gifts  in  kind.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COMMITTEE  FOR  1937. 


The  Medical  Committee  beg  to  submit  the  following  report 
to  the  Governors  for  the  year  1937. 

The  number  of  in-patients  treated  during  the  year  was 
1,285,  as  compared  with  1,422  in  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  new  out-patients  registered  was  8,373,  and  the 
total  out-patient  attendances  43,511. 

The  number  of  in-patients  treated  at  the  Hospital  shows  a 
decrease  of  137  as  compared  with  last  year.  The  average 
length  of  stay  was  1 1  *  36  days,  as  against  10-86  days  last 
year.  The  daily  average  was  40-07,  compared  with  42- 2  in 
1936. 

The  number  of  beds  available  during  the  year  has  been 
curtailed  by  building  operations  taking  place  in  the  Hospital, 
and  this,  in  conjunction  with  an  increase  of  out-patients,  has 
resulted  in  a  greater  number  of  patients  on  the  waiting  list 
compared  with  last  year. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  new  wards  the  Hospital  has 
been  able  to  deal  with  more  patients  requiring  urgent  mastoid 
operations  ;  formerly  many  of  these  patients  had  to  be  turned 
away  for  lack  of  beds. 

The  Recovery  Home  has  relieved  the  strain  on  our  Hospital 
beds,  and  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  those  patients  who 
live  in  the  centre  of  the  city. 

The  Out-patient  Department  has  been  reorganised  as 
regards  the  time  of  waiting  by  patients,  and  there  is  now 
very  little  delay  before  they  are  seen  by  the  medical  staff. 

The  X-ray  Department  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Teall  is 
now  in  use,  and  the  medical  staff  are  very  grateful  to  the 
donors  of  this  gift — the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund. 
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The  Hay  Fever  Clinic  started  last  year  gave  satisfaction  to 
out-patients,  and  will  be  continued. 

Working  in  conjunction  with  the  Dental  Hospital,  during 
the  last  six  months  their  students  have  been  attending  the 
practice  of  this  Hospital,  and  the  arrangement  having  proved 
satisfactory  is  to  continue.

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BIRMINGHAM  AND  MIDLAND 

EAR  AND  THROAT  HOSPITAL. 


Extracts  from  the  Laws. 

I.  This  Hospital  shall  be  called  “  The  Birmingham  and  Midland 
Ear  and  Throat  Hospital." 

III.  The  object  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  treatment  of  those 
suffering  from  diseases  of  the  Ear,  Throat,  Nose  and  adjacent  parts, 
who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  necessary  medical  treatment. 

IV.  The  Hospital  shall  be  supported  by  voluntary  contributions 
and  subscriptions. 

V.  The  Governors  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  following  :  Donors 
of  ^25  and  upwards  in  one  sum  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
Governors  for  Life  :  Annual  Subscribers  of  One  Guinea  or  more ; 
Representatives  nominated  by  Firms,  Companies,  Clubs,  and  Societies, 
subscribing  not  less  than  One  Guinea  per  annum — one  Representative 
for  each  body.  Persons  elected  by  an  Annual  or  Special  General 
Meeting  in  consideration  of  any  important  services  rendered  to  the 
Hospital. 

VII.  All  Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  current 
year,  and  shall  become  due  either  on  the  1st  January  or  1st  July  in 
each  year 


IN-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

I.  Patients  who  are  subscribers  to  a  Contributory  Scheme  making 
a  grant  to  the  Hospital  and  their  dependants  will  be  exempt  from  any 
maintenance  or  other  charge  at  the  Hospital.  Other  patients  will  be 
admitted  on  payment  of  a  maintenance  charge  of  9s.  per  day,  with 
a  minimum  charge  of  21s.  This  minimum  charge  to  be  paid  on  or 
before  admission. 
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II.  Patients  are  requested  to  bring  Soap,  two  Towels,  Brush 
and  Comb,  Slippers,  and  two  Nightgowns  or  Pyjamas. 

III.  Every  patient  on  admission  shall  have  a  bath. 

IV.  Neither  food  nor  stimulants  of  any  kind  are  permitted  to 
be  brought  into  the  Hospital  by  the  patients  or  their  friends. 

V.  No  food  of  any  kind  to  be  kept  in  the  Wards. 

VI.  No  talking  allowed  in  the  Wards  before  6-30  a.m.,  or  after 
8-30  p.m. 

VII.  All  patients  allowed  to  leave  their  beds  shall  do  so  at  7  a.m. 
in  Summer  and  8  a.m.  in  Winter. 

VIII.  Any  patient  who  is  able  is  allowed  to  go  out  by  permission 
of  the  House  Surgeon  between  the  hours  of  1-30  p.m.  and  3-30  p.m. 

IX.  All  patients  who  are  able  will  be  expected  to  assist  in  the 
work  of  the  Wards. 

X.  No  clothes  are  allowed  to  be  kept  in  the  Wards.  Patients’ 
clothes  will  be  taken  care  of  during  their  stay  in  the  Hospital. 

XI.  Patients  are  allowed  to  see  friends  every  Sunday,  from 
1-30  to  3-30  o’clock  p.m.,  not  more  than  two  being  admitted  at  one 
time  and  not  more  than  four  on  one  day. 

XII.  Patients  are  not  allowed  to  have  Visitors  on  any  other 
than  the  Visiting  Day,  without  permission  from  the  Matron  or  the 
House  Surgeon. 

XIII.  Strict  obedience  to  these  Rules  is  required,  under  a  penalty 
of  dismissal. 


OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

I.  Out-patients  are  admitted  on  payment  of  a  Registration  Fee 
of  5s.,  and  are  entitled  therefor  to  four  weeks’  treatment. 

II.  Out-patients  are  admitted  to  the  Day  Ward  on  payment  of  a 
fee  of  10s.  6d. 

III.  Subscribers  to  a  Contributory'  Scheme  making  a  grant  to  the 
Hospital  will  be  exempt  from  payment.
